Ahearn ln contempl for his refusal to teetlfy
before tlieni wlll have vidue chlefly ns a prece-
dent, In future, If the declalon is austalned, the
comnilsaionera will have wlde powera of ln-
qulry Into the conduct of the elected offlcera of
the dty. This is as it should be, for it is not
dealrable thal Now i*or_ Bhould have t<> appeal

Inqnlre Into the conduct of other offlclala than
those appointed by tbe Mayor. As the majorlty
opinion held, "publlc pollcy demanda ln a greal
"dty like New Vork. workIng under so coniplex
"u charter, that every avallable means of exam-

"city government ho utlllzed to its fullest ex-

..tent."
Tlie report of tlie commlaalonera in the

Ahearn case ls an lnstanoo of the value of this
klnd of Inqulry. Bveo though the commlsslon-
ers were balked to some- oxtont hy tiieir failure
to get the Borough l'resi.lent hlmself and aome

of his Bubordlnates on tlie atand, thej aro able
to throw a Bood <>f light upon the "lnefficlency,
neglect, waste and corruptlon" in tho office.
Everybody knowa the condition of the atreet
paveinent's -full <>f holes, neglected, crumbllng
an.l dislntegrating to a polnt where aervlceable
repalr was Impossible. ITiey were the outward
lndicatlou of tho way the offlce waa conducted.
Well. the lnelde of the othco when the com

mlsBioners exposed lt to the publlc riew proved
to be Just like tlie Btreets.shainefuily dleor-
gnnired. wastefully trilsmanaged and utterly
without system.
We now know why. There does not aeem to

have been much corruption. There waa poll¬
tics, of course, plenty of lt, in tho offlce, and
favoritlsm in dealing witli polltlcal contractora,
and padded payroll6, too, for the beneflt of tbe
cbeaper benchmen; but this doea not account
for all the mlamanagement [ncompetence seems
to explaln more thnn nnythlmr elae. Tbe offlce
wjis conducted utterly without Byatem, and
there was no one ln it competent to frame a

system. An Inatance wlll show wbat wo mean:

The commlaelonera report that lack of funda
wns not the cause of tlie biablllty of the hu¬
reau of Hlghways to keep the pavementa in re¬

palr. Wlth more than two miliions avallable
Ahearn spent llttle more than half of it. Ho alm-
ply bad no meana of learnlng whal Btreets
iiooilod repair. Tliere wn-< no regular method of

THE ROMAN ELECTIOWB.

r.uropoau iiapers of neariy all abadea of po-
lltical and rellgloua aentlment aro practlcally
agreed in recognl_Iug tho algniflcance of tbo
recent munldpal elecUona in Bome.a Bignlli-
cance far greater than would appear from tho
s<-ant atnntioii whicii was paid n> tbe aub-

Jed in the news of the day. Hltberto, it is true.
tho local ehKtlons of the Eternal City bave bei .1

of llttle more than local lnterest. But thla year
they may. without exaggeratioii, ho deemed to

have marked an epoch in Italian hlstory.
Hitherto local polltics iu Rome bave beou

quite dletlnd and aeparats from the natlonal
polltics of the klngdom. Tho Papal rule of
"Udii expedlt" has not applled ln them, and

conaequently the most faitbful chlldren of tha
Boman Chureh have been free to vote. As

a result of thelr partldpatlon in tho electlons
ihe Clerlcal party has generally had an over-

whelmlng majorlty in the Municipal Councll.
But this yoar's dection has changed all that.
For the flrst tlme the issuo of Clericausm and
anti-i'loricalisni was ralsed, and thereon tho

electlon waa contested. The roso.it was that,
while the Oatbollca Bocked to the polla in .-. i

great numbera as ever, tho antt-Clerical "blOc"
wati aucceaaful in electlng no fewer than tweuty-
f,.ur of the tw_nty-nlne members of the Coun-
cli.formlng one-thlrd of tJiat body.who were

chosen -Ma year. That ln Itself is probably auf
fident to change tlu; complexion of the Coun-
cil. But next year's poUlng, lf conducted on tho
same Itaea, will make the dty government over-

whelmlngly nutl-f^Ierlcnl.
Bome dlfferonce of opinion exists concernlng

the catue of this revohitJon, bfll the great
weigfat is to tbeeffed that it is a protest against
Chureh dlctatSon in polltics. It is said tliat the
Vatlcan, not oontent wlth havlng tho Cathollc
electornte return a majorlty to the CouncH with¬
out drawlng t'lericai lines, Insisted thal Catho-
Hca should he eleded dlatinctlvely a- CathoJlcs
and as anti socularisis. This was reseuted by
a multitude of the Cathollca tbemaelves, who
deplored such t'lerical dlctatlon m poUtlcs and
also the-lnjectlon of the quarrel between Vatl
cau aud Qulrlnal Into purely munldpal affairs.
But the lssue, once havlng beea ralsed, is not

likely to be suppressed, and we may hereafter
expect to see an antl-Clerlcal.though, of
courBe, not uecessarily anti-Cathollc or anti-
religloua.movement domlnant ln local affairs
ln Rome as well as in natlonal affnirs through-

out Italy. much as It has bocome dominnnt ln
France.

THE NAVAL D18ASTER.
A vast amount of Ingenulty has been ex-

pended in devislng aafeguard. against accldent
whlle th-- large guna or a wnrship are belng
flred. Admiral Brownson, one of the foremost
authorlties, remarks that the progross recently
niaJo in (his dlrectlon had soeniod to eliininate
all poaaibiltty of mlechance. The dreadful ex-

perience aboard the QeorglB, therefore. Italicatea
dther that some of tho precautkHM hltberto «>r-

dered won- not employed on Monday or else
that protectlve art has not yet been carrled far
enough. Perhapa there are stlll some sources of
danger whtcb bave not beea dtottnetly recog-
niaed.
One «.f the devlcea which the Navy Depart-

ment declded to Introduce after the accldent on

tbe Mlssonrl bad 1.a invcstig»it«>d was bu auto-

matic ehuttef closlng tho pasaags between the

handllng room and the turrct. lf II shall prove
that the Georgia was eqnlpped with such a ahut-
ter and thal it was in service on Monday, lt wlll
be aafo to infer that the siiark whlch made the
mlscbief did not full .m tho powder bag until
tbe latter had reached the turret. Another blt
<>f apparatua recently adopted hy the government
waa dealghed to prevenl the ejeetion of burnlng
fragmenta from the breecb when the breecb plug
was awung back to admlt a fn>sh charge. lf ir
can ho abown that "flarebacks" were ln this
manner rendered Impoaaible on tho Qeorgia, tho
aearcb for tho cause of ?he accident wlll ho con-

sidorahly narrowed. As the case now stands,
perhapfl tho most plauaible explanatlon whlch
has been advanced is that a cinder from one
of tho shit.'s funneifl found its way into the
turret. Bhould this hypoth.-sls be confJrmed
Bome new protectlve apparatua will have to be
inatalled.
Tho order to contlnue target pradice the day

after lt was Interrupted was eharaeterized by
<z.1 sonse. and was based on nn nccurate

knowledge of human nature Tho bravesl men

may ho unnerved hy BUCb an oceutTenee, and
the best prevelitlve of conaequenl demoralhut-
tlon Is a prompt resumption <»f necessary dutles.
